Constitution  and  by-laws. 


I. -NAME  AND  LOCATION. 
The  name  of  this  Institution  shall  be  "The 
British  Columbia  Society  of  Fine  Arts,"  with 
headquarters  in  Vancouver. 

n.-  OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  lie  Society  shall  be:  The 
promotion  and  advancemmt  of  art  in  Britidi 
Columbia,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  honor  and 
interests  of  the  professi<Nis  of  painters,  sculptors, 
architects,  artistic  engravers,  and  draughtunan- 
deugnert. 

m.— MEMBERSHIP. 

( 1 )  Use  Society  diall  consist  of  not  motf 
than  forty  members,  and,  in  addition.  Life 
Members  and  Honorary  Members. 

(2)  Life  Members  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  on  the  recommendaticm  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

(3)  Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected 

by  the  Executive  Council. 

(4)  Members  shall  be  Painter-*.  Sculptors, 
Architects,  Artistic  Engravers,  or  i^raugfatUBMi- 
designers. 


(5)  Exhibitors  may  become  members  only 
by  invitation  of  the  Executive  Council. 

(6)  Menrbers  shall  pay  an  annual  sub- 
tcriptkm  of  Fhre  DoUan.  Honorary  and  Life 
Mcsnben  ihall  be  exempted  from  all  feet. 

(7)  Any  Member  who  has  failed  to  sub- 
mit works  for  the  Annual  Exhibition  for  two 
•uccetsive  years,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member. 

IV.  -PATRONS. 

Any  person  paying  an  annual  subscription 
of  five  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be 
constituted  a  Patron  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
privileges  as  the  Society  may  from  time  to  time 
arrange. 

V.  -OFKCERS. 

( 1 )  The  Officers  diall  conn^t  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary-'Treasurer,  and 
an  Executive  Council  of  five  members  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  from  among  the  members. 

(2)  Neilliei  tlie  Piesiikut  uui  tla.  V^icc-  -

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bfendent. 

(Mr  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  to  preside 
at  all  meetings,  but  if  both  be  absent,  a  Chairman 
^all  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  present 

(4)  The  President  and  Vice-President 
diall.  unless  excluded  by  iCMhrtioB.  be  ex-ofioo 
members  of  all  committees. 

(5)  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  cus- 
todian of  the  funds  of  die  Society.  The  funds 
shall  be  dqxMited  in  a  chartered  bank  or  banks 


of  the  Province,  and  only  paid  out  by  cheque 
signed  by  him  and  the  President  oi  Vice-Presi- 
dent   He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  usual  to 

VL-EXBCUnVB  COUNCaL. 

(1)  The  Execttfive  GHincfl  shdl  have 
power  to  apptmt  «qr  aecMMury  tdb-commttoet. 

(2)  They  dudl  be  en^Mwered  to  fill  any 
vacancy  on  the  Council  mtU  the  next  Annual 
General  Meeting. 

(3)  They  shall  have  power  to  hold  meet- 
ings and  conduct  all  business  in  connection  with 
the  Society's  work  and  objects  other  than  those 
M^uch  belong  to  the  General  Meeta^  s. 

(4)  They  shall  past  accomtt  and  give 
instructions  for  die  payment  of  tfie  same.

VII.-8BLBCTION  COMlflTTBB. 

There  shall  be  a  Selection  Committee, 
consisting  of  three  or  more  members,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  choose  works  by 
non-members  submitted  for  exhibition,  and 
also  those  submitted  by  members  exceeding 
the  number  of  Ave. 

VnL-AUDITOR. 
An  Auditor  shall  be  elected,  who  shall 
audit  the  accounu  and  report  dmeon  for  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  each  year. 

DC— MKTINCS. 
( I  )  The  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election 
of  offic«rs,  the  Elxecutive  G>uncil,  and  new  mem- 


bers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  general  business, 
shall  be  held  during  the  month  of  May. 

(2)  The  Executive  Council  shall  have 
power  to  call  special  general  iiieetiii«s  at  any 
time  for  the  elec^  of  new  menben  or  any  odier 
business. 

X. -ELECTIONS. 

Ail  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  at 
elections  of  officers  when  there  may  be  no  alterna- 
tive candidate,  when  they  may  be  by  acclama- 
tion. 

XL-PROXIES. 

Members  who  do  not  reside  in  Vancouver 
may  vote  at  elections  by  progcy.  They  may  also 
have  the  privilege  of  recording  their  opinion  with 
regard  to  any  subject  coming  before  the  Society 
on  which  the  Society  determines  to  take  a 
plebiscite,  a  form  for  such  purpose  being  forward- 
ed to  them  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  %vhich 
they  shall  return  to  him  or  to  the  Pmident,  %vith 
an  affirmative  or  negative  r^ly. 

XII.-ANNUAL  EXHIBITION. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  shall  be  held  at  a 
date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Council,  and 
dial!  consttt  of  original  works  by  members,  life- 
members,  honorary  members,  and  non-members, 
which  have  not  been  publicly  exhibited  in  tlie 
City  of  Vancouver. 


BY-LAWS. 


I.-NOTICES  OF  MEETING. 

Wrirten  notices  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secre- 
tary-'Treasurer  to  all  members,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  each  General  Meeting,  sufficiently  in 
•dvanct  of  the  tone  to  enable  them  to  attend, 
and  such  notktt  ihall  indicate  the  biitt>  '  **i  be 
comidered. 

D.-ORDBR  OP  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  at  meetings  shall  be 

as  follows: — 

1 .  Signing  of  names  by  members  furesent  in 
book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

2.  Reading  of  minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

3.  Reading  of  minutes  of  Executive  Coun- 
cil. 

4.  Correspondence  read  and  considered. 

5.  Accounts. 

6.  New  Membe  proposed. 

7.  Reports  of  GNmnktees. 
P  UnfiniJ  fd  business. 

V.  New  business. 

10.  General  business. 

I  I .  Election  of  Officers. 

12.  Election  of  members. 

HL-QUORUM. 

(1)  At  meetings  of  the  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  ordinary  busmess,  seven  members 
shall  be  a  quorum. 


(2)  At  meetings  of  the  Executive  Council, 
three  dball  be  a  qucNrum. 

(3)  At  meetiiigi  of  omimittees,  three  ^all 
be  a  quorum. 

IV.-ADMISSION. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  notify  each 
candidate  of  his  or  her  admnsion  as  a  member  of 
the  Society,  sending  a  copy  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  and  on  receipt  of  fee  for  the  cur- 
rent yeair,  the  name  of  the  candidate  shall  be 
placed  on  the  roll. 

v.— DEFAULTING  MEMBERS. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall,  if  possible, 
notify  any  member  who  has  not  sent  works  to  ^ 
Annual  Exhibition,  and  call  his  attention  to 
Clause  7  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 

VI. -EXHIBITIONS. 

(1)  All  members  (including  honorary  or 
life  members)  shall  be  entitled  to  exhibit  five 
works  .at  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  Society. 

(2)  Any  works  exceeding  the  number  of 
five  and  not  exceeding  ten,  submitted  by 
members  for  the  annual  exhibition,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Selection  Com- 
mittee. 

(3)  Non-members  shall  not  submit  more 
than  five  worb  for  exhibition,  subject  to  selection 
by  the  Committee  of  Sdectioii. 

(4)  A  commission  of  ten  per  cent  shall 
be  charged  on  the  price  of  all  sales  of  members* 
works  effected  at  such  exhibition,  and  fifteen 
per  cent,  on  sales  of  works  by  non-members. 

(5)  The  Society  will  not  hold  itself 
responsible  for  any  injury  whidi  works  of  art 


accidentally  sustain,  by  fire  or  otherwise,  while 
in  the  Society's  possession. 

(6)  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
enter  the  place  of  exfaibitioo  while  it  is  in  charge 
of      GMBmittoe  of  Sdection. 

ALTERATION  OF  CONSTlTimON 
OR  BY-LAWS. 

The  OmstitutioD  and  By-laws  may  be 
altered  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Society  called 
for  that  purpose,  when  ai^roved  by  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  the  members  present,  notice  of  the 
proposed  alteration  having  been  givoi  at  a  previ- 
ous meeting  of  the  Executive  Grancil  and  stated 
in  a  circular  which  the  members  shall  receive  at 
least  one  month  before  the  special  meeting  at 
which  the  vote  is  to  be  taken.
